NE OF THE FIRST CONCRETE SUG- 

gestions to emerge from the conference 
of axis spokesmen in Rome is a guarantee of 
independence to Egypt if only she will not op- 
pose Italy’s thrust into the land of the 
Pharaohs. Nazi propagandists are trying to 
impress upon the government at Cairo that 
the supreme opportunity is now at hand to 
“throw off the British yoke” and thus insure, 
for Egypt her place in the “new order” which 
Germany and Italy alréady have decided to 
extend to Africa. Mussolini and his cohorts, 
of course, have made jt abundantly plain that 
the progress of Marshal Graziani's forces 
through Egyptian territory constitutes no 
political or economic threat whatever; the 
Fascist offensive in Africa is directed only 
against Britain, And, as the Lokalanzeiger 
of Berlin halvely purrs, Egypt “can. be sure 
that after an Italian victory on the Nile it 
can look forward to a free future.” 

This is rather late in the day for the axis 
powers to make a series of promises based 
on anything—let alone one that presupposes 
Mussolini's men have merely to continue 
their march through Egypt, wipe. out all 
British resistance, capture Alexandria, take 
over the Suez Canal and then presant a new 
charter of independence to the domain over 
which King Farouk reigns. It must be éaid 
that some of the propaganda which comes 
out of Berlin and Rome smacks of uncon- 
scious humor. Does either Hitler or his op- 
posite partner in the-Holy City, for example, 
imagine that the government at-Cairo is com- 
posed of fools or knaves, that. the ministry 
is unaffected by the important fact that Gra- 
ziani and his men are actually violating Egvp- 
tian territory, and that the only agency try- 
ing to stop them is a British force on land 
and a British fleet at sea? Surely it feels 
that if Italy really meant business about thy} 
extension of the “new order” to include 
Africa, and a “free future” for Egypt, the} 
much-vaunted Fascist navy would be taking 
a spirited part in Graziani’s task.

These in Dort 
mund. include. steel rails,.mining plant, wire 
ropes; -machinery..and other’ commodities for 
whose manufacture its basic products are es- 
sential, Of what is of especial importance to 
the Royal Air. Force at this stage, howeve 
is its great railway centre and the canal 
which serves that extensive industrial area 
straddling the waterway for 170 miles before 
jt connects with the river Ems. In other 
Words, every—time—any—disiocation_of the 
canal occurs, vast material supplies normally 
moved by water must be carried by an over- 
worked and intensely-harassed railway sys- 
tem, Thus is the Dortmund-Ems highway 
a military object of first-rate importance.

Step-up Urged 


The important thing for British 
Columbia's mining industry to- 
day is to produce more and more} 
according to a statement 
issued today by Hon. W. J. Assel- 
stine, B.C. Minister of Mines. 

“Gold is the one metal we -can- 
and for which 
there is a ready market,” Mr. 
Asselstine said. “Increased gold 
production from British Colum. | 
bia mines increases foreign ex-} 
change and that means we can 
buy more munitions and instru 
ments of war. This is the one 
phase of mine exploration, devel- 
opment and production that can 
and should 'be forced to the limit 
at the present time.” 

Discussing generally 
| played by the mining industry 
in the war effort, Mr. Asselstine ; 
advised people and organizations 
planning to collect scrap metal 
to get im touch with the new 
metals controller at Ottawa, G 
C. Bateman 

“In regard: to base metals,” he 
said, “the mines of this province 
are working at capacity and at 
the moment we do not know of 
any immediate need to increase 
base metal production for Empire 
requirements. Our copper. pro- 
ducers do not come under the 
Empire agreement as no copper 
is smelted or refined in the 
ince. Our copper is shipped in 
the form concentrates and 
sold in foreign markets, and its 
sale provides essential foreign 
exchange in the United States 
Increased output will, of course; 
increase the amount.of exchange 
available. So far as we can ascer- 
tain, there is no shortage of cop 
per within the Empire, and should 
existing foreign markets for Brl- 
tish Columbia copper be lost it 
is a question if our copper pro 
ducers could continue to operate 

“There has been a great deal 
of interest shown in strategic 

hinerals, but mercury and tungs- 

i appear to be the only two for 
which, there is an immediate 
market. There is no market at 
present for molybdenite, the ore 
of molybdenum. There is a 
doubtful market for manganese 
at a price that may permit de- 
velopment of large high-grade 
deposits only in British Columbia. 

“Next to increased production 
in gold, one of the greatest ser- 
vices the people of this province 
can perform is to produce or in- 
crease production of minerals 
now being imported or largely 
imported, and so conserve for 
eign exchange for the purchase 
of war materials. In this con 
nection the increaséd use of coal 
to replace fuel oi] will’ make just 
many more available 
the United States, for the pur 
chase of munitions.
